The answer is: "I Don't Know." 


I don't consider Newsgroups to be a valid market price indicator.

The Ranger is in very nice condition cosmetically. There are a couple of 
small places on the front panel and cabinet where the paint was worn and 
needs to be touched up properly buit overall the paint is excellent.

For what it's worth, I don't care for those scissors action tube pullers. 
If, while pulling the tube, the jaws slip off, the tube's sealing nipple 
gets knocked off and then its state is not hollow anymore. I like the 
pullers that are fashioned from a metal tube with slots cut up the sides. 
Lined with sandpaper (yeah, I know, ...."yikes!") and the ability to grip 
just above the tube envelope is a sure-fire way to get the tube out safely. 
Just watch the sandpaper grit doesn't get into something sensitive.

.Last Friday was my lucky day. I saw an HQ170AC and a Knight T150A inside 
an old store where a bunch of store furnishings were being sold .. a rummage 
sale. I got them both for a ridiculously low price and both will be for 
sale once I go through them and do a complete allignment and checkout ... 
probably not until winter unless someone wants one of them and is in a hurry 
to get it. 


Both are from the son of the original owner (K7YUV ... now unlisted 
anywhere) and are near mint condition ( I have never used that word before 
to describe anything I own). The original owners manuals came with them and 
are also in excellent condition ... not even any stains or creases. 


The HQ170AC has the 24 hour clock, which works, and it seems very sensitive 
on all bands. It is bright and shiny inside and out both above and below 
the chassis. There is no evidence of any repairs ever being needed. Even 
the original electrolytic filter capacitor is still good and the red glyptol 
paint on the trimmer capacitors is unbroken so it is probably way overdue 
for it's first rf reallignment. 


I have been over the front panel with a strong light and magnifying glass 
and can find no cosmetic blemishes of any kind. However, there are three 
serious scratches on the top of the cabinet. Tuning controls are tight 
without backlash and, if anything, feel a little stiff ... when spinning the 
tuning knob it does not coast at all as I would expect for a control with a 
big flywheel attached. (is this normal?). 


I have been skunked at so many yard sales, thrift shops, etc over the years 
that, now, I just have to gloat ... sorry about that. 


If anyone out there is using the Knight R100A receiver then you have my 
deepest sympathies. 

However, this T150A would be a perfect companion for it and won't cost very 
much. Let me know if you are interested in it and what you think it is 
worth. It was well constructed by the original owner and looks clean inside 
and out but I will check it carefully before selling it.

Ahhh...the R100. The "A" model in my experience. My first REAL receiver 
(that I didn't build right). At the tender age of about 16 I ordered mine 
back in the mid-sixties and took receipt with great excitement. I talked my 
parents into driving me down to the local railway station (couldn't wait for 
truck delivery) to pick it up from R.E.A., as I recall.

Don, 


Unless your Viking I has the TVI kit, it will probably be a lot worse on 
the local TV sets than your Viking II. The original Viking I came ina 
pretty cabinet that was, as Phil Rand once said, a good dust cover. To 
TVI proof it the guys had to build a shield around the entire upper part 
of the transmitter that fit inside of the cabinet, put a shield over the 
back of the meter, shield the counter dial on the final tank circuit, 
and put a bottom plate on the chassis. There were also some circuit 
changes as I recall to move some undesirable resonances around 60 mc in 
the circuitry. There might also have been some bypassing on the power 
leads. The Viking II took advantage of all of these fixes and was TVI 
proof as it came from the factory. 


I run my "untreated" Viking I on 80 and 40 meters OK, but I don't go 
above that. 


Gee, why not keep them both. You can never have too many good 
transmitters!
